It is also necessary to have a poll 


tax receipt in order to hold'any state 
or county position, such as leaching, 
working on the highway, 'etc. It is 
also necessary to hold a1 receipt to 
buy automobile license or license to 
do business in any line licensed by 
the state,

A milk graBing and inspecting or- 


dinance for Hope was endorsed at 
the regular meeting of the Kiwanis 
club at Hotel Barlow Thursday night. 


Mayor John P. Vesey, a guest of the 


club, told how 484 other American 
cities have already adopted the stan- 
dard city milk supply ordinance, as 
prepared by the United States Public 
Health Service. It provides for in- 
spection of sources of supply, meth- 
ods of caring for the cows, sanitation 
bottling; and a system of grading the 
finished product on each bottle cap. 


The mayor said he was fostering 


such an ordinance, for the benefit of 
the public health here; and asked for 
the co-operation of the Kiwanis club 
in securing tho ordinance. Dairymen 
would require several months notice, 
he said, to be in a position to com- 
ply with the ordinance. 


He said it was his opinion that all 


rcgulaV dairymen would bo glad of 
the opportunity of having their milk 
graded, so that their customers would 
know of the cleanliness, quality and 
freedom from germs of their milk.

Where a fixed Wing airplane derives 


its lif,t from high', forward speed, the 
auloglro derives 80 per cent of its lift 
in flight and 100 per. cent In vertical 
descent fro mils whirling "paddles."
